Traveling Stud 


Robert Sterling Clark, who was in a 
New York hospital when his Never Say 
Die won the English Derby on June 2, 
must have been made fairly happy by his 
triumph at Epsom. Not that he wouldn’t 
have been fairly happy in any case; it 
would take a case of lockjaw to make him 
unhappy. 

If past performance is to be accepted 
at face value, the 1954 Derby winner, 
sometime within a year or so, will become 
*Never Say Die. Clark is the leading as- 
terisk manufacturer of the century. He 
feels that a Thoroughbred is not quite 
complete until it has crossed the Atlantic 
at least once, and some of his stock have 
been across often enough that they know 
Jack Hare by his first name. 

Clark got into the horse-shipping busi- 
ness about a quarter-century ago, maybe 
more. The first good fillies he raced were 
Current and Galaday, both trained by the 
late Auval (Jack) Baker. He sent both 
off to Europe. Galaday went over in 1930, 
spent a while in England, then in France, 
and got back to the U, S. in 1940, With 
one exception, all her European foals were 
brought to America and their names adorn- 
ed with asterisks. In the U. S. she had 3 
foals; 2 of them went to England, and 
one of these, the mare Amethyst, by James- 
town, has come back. The other, Confetti, 
by War Admiral, has not yet seen the At- 
lantic Ocean, but her foals have made the 
usual trip; one of them is the good stakes 
winner Fairy Flax, by Pensive. 

The direct succession from Galaday to 
Never Say Die has involved 6 transatlantic 
crossings. Galaday went over and back. 
Her daughter, *Boreale, foaled in France, 
got a one-way ticket to America. *Bore- 
ale’s daughter Singing Grass went over in 
1946, came back in 1950, in foal to *Nas- 
rullah, and the foal, of course, went to 
England and won the Derby. 

Singing Grass and 5 other Clark mares 
arrived in Lexington in the midst of a 
snowstorm characteristic of Kentucky 
weather at the time of a Kentucky-Ten- 
nessee football game. The roads were in 
such dangerous condition that transporta- 
tion by van was out of the question. The 
mares were walked from the railroad 
siding to the trotting track on South 
Broadway and left there overnight. The 
next day they were vanned to Jonabell 
Stables, the American base from which 
Robert Sterling Clark conducts his infil- 
tration operations, 

Never Say Die was foaled March 26, 
1951. According to John A. Bell III, he 
was large in comparison with his smallish 
dam. His right fore leg was somewhat out 
of line, a condition remedied to a con- 
siderable extent by careful trimming. He 


grew into a strong yearling with great 
substance, and was among the best pros- 
pects which Bell shipped to England after 
the breaking was finished. Gerald McElli- 
gott, the veterinarian who has charge of 
Clark’s European theater of operations, 
has sent back consistent reports of high 
promise for the colt—and reportedly back- 
ed him at 200 to 1 for the Derby. 

Singing Grass was bred to Super Duper 
in 1951 and slipped the foal. In 1953 she 
produced a *Nirgal filly, now at Blue 
Ridge Farm in Virginia, next door to 
Clark’s Sundridge Farm. (Bell advised 
sending the 1953 weanlings to Virginia 
because drought had brought Kentucky 
pastures to a sad state.) This year Singing 
Grass was barren to Coaltown. A few days 
ago she was pronounced in foal to Eight 
Thirty. 

Clark disposed of several mares last 
year, has 7 or 8 left at Jonabell Stables, 
including 3 daughters of Galaday: *Marie 
Galante, Confetti, and Amethyst. Jonabell, 
incidentally, is part of John E, Madden’s 
old Hamburg Place, which in its heyday 
produced 5 winners of the Kentucky 
Derby. Young John Bell III has done 
pretty well there. In the first crop of foals 
after he took the lease were Battlefield 
and Hull Down. Sir Mango was foaled 
there in 1950, and the first Kentucky-bred 
English Derby winner in 1951. Other good 
horses have been broken there under Bell’s 
direction, Master Fiddle, To Market, By 
Zeus, for instance. 

A few years ago The Jockey Club in New 
York refused to register as Thoroughbreds 
the produce of some Arab mares Clark 
owned, and since then he has raced only 
in England. It probably suits him just as 
well, since it provides more travel. Clark 
is probably the only man who owned an 
imported Wise Counsellor mare. Once he 
sent H. S. Finney, for many years his 
American consultant, to California to buy 
some inbred mares (one was by Joe Hook- 
er out of a daughter of Joe Hooker) to be 
bred to stallions in Europe, A great man 
for pedigrees, Clark finds a combination 
of bloodlines he likes, then gets the par- 
ents together, no matter how far apart they 
were. Up to now he has confined himself 
to the northern hemisphere, 


Citation vs. Nearco 


Haidee Stuart’s article in THe BLoop- 
Horse of January 2 caused considerable 
dissent, since it was difficult to match Ci- 
tation against Man o’ War and St. Simon 
for the all-time championship, The latest 
dissent comes from Derby (Milan), which 
translated the article into Italian and add- 
ed an editor’s note to the effect that Cita- 
tion could not be considered as great as 
Nearco until he had gained distinction as 
a sire. One puzzle at a time, please.

Three-year-olds popped back into the 
picture with 2 $25,000 races over the 
week-end, The first 3 finishers in both 
events are eligible for the 114-mile, $100,- 
000 Belmont Stakes that forms the final 
third of racing’s “Triple Crown.” King 
Ranch’s High Gun and Foxcatcher Farm’s 
Chevation surprised crowds at Belmont 
and Delaware Parks as they ran off with 
the Peter Pan Handicap and the Kent 
Stakes. If you dropped a watermelon you 
could not have a more wide-open affair 
than the coming 86th running of the 
Belmont. 

Porterhouse was the topweight at 126 
in the Peter Pan, and the Saturday crowd 
liked him as much as the handicapper, but 
the son of *Endeavour II was unable to 
carry his speed past a mile. Three weeks 
ago he swallowed up a field of older sprint- 
ers at 6 furlongs for his second win in as 
many tries in 1954, so there was reason to 
believe that Mrs. Elizabeth Person’s home- 
bred colt would roll over those of his own 
age at any distance. However, when Bill 
Boland asked Porterhouse to confirm this 
in the middle of Belmont’s big turn, there 
was no answer from the colt, and they 
finished next to last. Three days later train- 
er Charles Whittingham reported Porter- 
house had aggravated an already sore back. 

The other 6 members of the Peter Pan

field, which got 5 to 15 pounds from Por- 
terhouse for the 9-furlong route, seemed to 
gang up on the favorite, There was no 
pace in the race, for Maine Chance 
Farm’s Jet Action lolled through a quarter 
in :25%%, a half in :5045, and 6 furlongs 
in 1:1514. Fisherman was second, but not 
pressing the leader, and Eric Guerin was 
contented to bring up the rear with High 
Gun. 

At the three-eighths pole things began 
to pop. The field was bunched, but sud- 
denly Jet Action went from first to last 
and High Gun went from last to first. 
While this was going on Fisherman held 
the lead for a short span, but it was ap- 
parent that he could hold it only until 
High Gun could take it away. The small 
son of Phalanx made a game try at re- 
taining it but couldn’t hold off the long- 
striding High Gun. From the quarter-pole 
home there wasn’t much action, but nearly 
every one anticipated Porterhouse’s run. 
When it did not materialize the only thing 
to watch was High Gun holding down the 
winning margin by 3 lengths. 

High Gun, which got 10 pounds from the 
favorite, will have to meet him under level 
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weights in the Belmont. A good-looking 
son of *Heliopolis, High Gun seems sturdy 
enough to do this, and he gave every in- 
dication of liking a distance. If he is suc- 
cessful it will be the third Belmont for 
King Ranch and a very well spent $10,200, 
which was used to buy the colt at Keene- 
land in 1952. If Mr. Kleberg goes in for 
hunches he should attend the Belmont 
Ball, held in the Turf and Field Club on 
the eve of the race, and there purchase 
the racing plate auctioned for the benefit 
of the Travellers’ Aid Society. Bids are 
taken for a shoe from the winner of the 
next day’s race. In 1951 C. V. Whitney 
had the highest bid of $1,000, but it was 
not necessary to make any great transfer 
of property, since his Counterpoint won 
the race the next day.

Texans Eye Del Mar 


Clint Murchison and Sid Richardson, 
the fabulous Texans who several weeks 
ago engineered a multimillion-dollar deal 
to help Robert Young in his fight for con- 
trol of the New York Central Railroad, this 
week were reported ready to purchase con- 
trol of the Del Mar race track from Alfred 
Hart and associates. 

The story was broken in Los Angeles 
on June 9 by a local correspondent for 
the Daily Racing Form, who said that 
final negotiations would be worked out at 
a meeting on June 11. 

Del Mar was opened in 1937 by Bing 
Crosby, who later sold out to a group 
headed by Arnold Grant and Mike Todd. 
Grant and Todd sold to Joseph Schenck, 
former chairman of the board of Twen- 
tieth Century-Fox studio, who ran the track 
until September, 1952, when he sold to 
Hart’s group. 


Detroit Trims Stakes 


The value of several remaining stakes 
at Detroit Race Course have been trimmed 
by management, in agreement with the 
Michigan division of the Horsemen’s Ben- 
evolent and Protective Association. Pres- 
ident E. E. Dale Shaffer said the cutbacks 
still would allow a distribution of approx- 
imately 48 per cent of the track’s share 
of the pari-mutuel handle. 

The $50,000 Michigan mile will not be 
affected, but the $15,000 Rose Leaves 
Stakes has been cut to $10,000 and the 
$25,000 Frontier Handicap to $15,000. The 
$10,000 Bull Dog Hi-Weight Handicap, 
and the Lads and Lassies, Tomboy, and 
Governor’s Stakes were trimmed $2.500 


each. The Michigan Futurity was cut from 
$7,500 to $5,000. 


Centennial, HBPA Azree 


Centennial race track and the Rocky 
Mountain division of the Horsemen’s Ben- 
evolent and Protective Association last 
week agreed upon purse distribution for 
Centennial’s 50-day meeting, opening 
July 2. 

Daily purse distribution for Thorough- 
breds (Centennial also runs quarter-horse 
races) will be $9,500, with a minimum 
purse of $1,000. If the handle exceeds 
$10,600,000, the track will distribute 47 
per cent of its share of the pari-mutuel 
take. Last year, the daily purse distribu- 
tion was $10,110. : 

If business the first 10 days is below 
last year’s, another purse discussion will 
be held. Ivan Thomas, general manager, 
represented Centennial in the talks, and 
the HBPA was represented by Allen 
Higgins, president of the HBPA’s Rocky 
Mountain division. 


Florida Dates 


Racing dates for the 1954-55 season 
have been announced by the Florida State 
Racing Commission. There will be 178 
days of racing at four tracks, the same 
number run during the 1953-54 season. 

Each of the Miami tracks will have a 
40-day season. However. there will be 43 
days of racing at Tropical Park and at 
Gulfstream Park, since three “scholarship” 
days will be run before the regular season 
and three after the season. Net profits from 
“scholarship” days go to Florida colleges 
for athletic scholarships.

New Ohio Rules Approved 


The Ohio State Racing Commission was 
within its rights when it ordered Ohio 
race tracks to comply with 4 new rules, 
Judge Ralph J. Bartlett. of the Franklin 
County Common Pleas Court, ruled last 
week. 

In January, the commission passed 4 
rules which were objected to by River 
Downs, Hamilton, and Ascot Park race 
tracks. and by 2 totalizator companies: 

1. Limiting tracks to 8 races a day 
except on Saturdays and holidays. 2. 
Forcing the tracks to submit at any time, 
upon request, statements of financial re- 
ceipts and attendance, 3. Ordering tracks 
which have a daily average mutuel handle 
of more than $200,000 to install an infield 
totalizator board which will show the 
amount of money bet on each horse in 
each pool. 4. Forcing the tracks to bear 
all of the expense of saliva tests. 

The commission ‘had not enforced its 
rules pending the decision of the court, 
and it may be 1955 before it can, since 
the race tracks and totalizator companies 
plan to appeal Judge Bartlett’s ruling.

THE COVER HORSE 


With Tom Fool retired to the stud, 
Greentree Stable’s principal handicap 
runner this year is its able Count Fleet 
gelding Straight Face. Off his best form 
earlier in the year, he has reasserted 
his class by winning the Dixie Handicap 
May 8 at Pimlico and the Suburban 
Handicap May 31 at Belmont Park. 
Between these two he led Native Dancer 
to within the shadow of the wire in the 
Metropolitan Handicap on May 15. 

His latest victory raised his earning 
to $282,086, with 9 wins, 3 seconds, 
and a third in 21 starts. He is Count 
Fleet’s largest money winner. His dam, 
Expression, was a stakes winner under 
the Greentree colors. 


Notes on Virus Abortion 


Col. Floyd Sager, assisted by asides from 
Dr. E. R. Doll, of the University .of“Ken- 
tucky, discussed virus abortion before the 
Thoroughbred Farm Managers Club ‘the 
night of June 7 at the Boiling Springs 
Country Club, Lexington. 

Speaking casually and without a pre- 
pared text, Colonel Sager, resident veteri- 
narian at Claiborne Farm, gave Dr. Doll 
credit for proving “pretty conclusively 
that virus abortion is closely allied with 
the influenza virus.” He said the relation- 
ship first was hinted at by European sci- 
entists several years ago, but that he had 
been unable to accept it, because the 
horses that he had worked with in the 
Army had influenza constantly without 
showing virus abortion. He realizes now, 
he said, that there was so much influenza 
that the mares had built up an immunity 
to virus abortion, 

Colonel Sager explained that at Clai- 
borne vaccination against virus abortion is 
begun on each mare after she is 120 days 
in foal, that the program is continued 
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each 60 days until the mares have had 3 
courses. 

Dr. Doll supplemented Colonel Sager’s 
remarks with observations he had made 
from his studies, He said that until re- 
cently scientists had been trying to grow 
virus culture for vaccine outside of the 
horse with little success, but that he now 
is able to grow the virus in hamsters. 

Dr. Doll said that virus abortion in Ken- 
tucky was a little heavier this year—50 
cases on 20 farms. Last year there were 
30-odd cases on about 12 farms, and in 
1952 there were 48 cases on 24 farms. 
In each case, the farm had vaccinated for 
virus abortion. 


Ky. Breeders Elect Nahm 


Charles S. Nahm, of Louisville, is the 
new president of the Kentucky Thorough- 
bred Breeders Association, Other officers 
elected at a recent meeting are Brent 
Hart. Madisonville, vice president, and 
James Paddock, Louisville, secretary- 
treasurer. Retiring president Clifford 
Lussky became president of the board of 
directors. 


Noble Impulse Dies 


Noble Impulse. an 8-year-old stallion by 
*Bull Dog—*Uvira II, by Umidwar, was 
killed last week at Justin Funkhouser’s 
Pioneer Point Farms, Centreville, Md. The 
horse reared while being led by a groom, 
fell heavily, and died within a few minutes. 

Noble Impulse was bred by the late 
Crispin Oglebay and raced for him at 2 
and 3. He won the Christiana and James 
H. Connors Memorial Stakes and the East- 
ern Shore and Albany Handicaps at 2, and 
the Survivor Stakes at 3. After Oglebay 
died in 1949, Noble Impulse was sold to 
Funkhouser for $18,000. He won the Sal- 
vator Mile the next year, his last season 
of racing. He won 10 of his 38 starts and 
earned $85,190, 

Noble Impulse was retired to stud in 
1951. His first foals, now 2-year-olds, in- 
clude the winner Prompt Impulse. 


TANFORAN’S TWO STAKES 


The California Derby, first run in 1875, 
will be revived at the Tanforan fall meet- 
ing, according to an announcement by 
Fred H. Ryan, vice president and general 
manager. 

Also to be reactivated at the fall meet- 
ing is the California Oaks for 3-year- 
old fillies. 

Both the California Derby and the Cali- 
fornia Oaks originally were run at the 
State Fair Grounds in Sacramento. In 
1896. when the Pacific Coast Jockey Club 
built Ingleside Race Course, both races 
were transferred there. 

The Derby, to be run over 11% miles, 
will carry a purse of $35,000 added. The 
Oaks, at one mile and 70 yards, will be 
worth $15,000 added.

Some Turf followers probably are ac- 
cusing Al Wesson, Hollywood Park’s able 
director of publicity, of inventing a jockey 
called George Taniguchi, but it isn’t true. 
He is a real, live boy, who at the moment 
is holding his own pretty well with the 
Shoemakers and Longdens, and is rapidly 
becoming one of the riding heroes of 
Hollywood Park. 

If you know Los Angeles County, you 
can understand how Taniguchi could de- 
velop overnight into a publicity man’s 
dream come true. One-third of the popula- 
tion, it seems, is composed of Japanese 
gardeners, who, although they never had 
any aversion to racing, have become ardent 
fans now that their boy Taniguchi is boot- 
ing home winners with regularity. Some 
folks say Taniguchi has been keeping the 
gardeners in clover; others claim the 
lawns these days have a brown, dried-up 
look, because the gardeners are spending 
their afternoons at Hollywood Park. All I 
know is that the cheering seems extra 
loud whenever Taniguchi wins another 
race, 


George is a thoroughly likeable young 
fellow of 24, with a shy, friendly smile, 
and a hustling style of riding. He gets 
results because he never stops trying. 
George’s father was born in Japan, his 
mother in Hawaii, and he was born in El 
Centro, Calif., which makes him a Nisei— 
a first-generation in this country.

After 
his release, he attended school in Cleve- 
land, Ohio. 

As a youngster, Taniguchi once tried 
riding a horse bareback, and fell off, The 
experience frightened him thoroughly, and 
he swore then he’d never have another 
thing to do with horses. 

He played a few bit parts in the movies, 
and then one day came the inevitable 
temptation to become a jockey. He spent 
week-ends at a ranch in Bakersfield riding 
quarter-horses, worked week days in a 
vegetable store. He finally got a job: at 
- Northridge exercising horses, and last year 
he made a connection with trainer Larry 
Kidd, who has developed such good jockeys 
as Basil James, Alan Gray, Pete Moreno, 
Walter Litzenberg, Alfred Popara, and 
Sevio Cardiali. Taniguchi rode his first 
winner last March 11, on Sheer Speed at 
Bay Meadows. 

At Hollywood Park he was a little slow 
in getting under way. Four days of the

season went by before he rode a winner. 
Meanwhile, the Japanese-American News 
and the Sankei News Service were repre- 
sented daily at the track by a photog- 
rapher, George Yoshinaga, whose job it 
was to get a shot of Taniguchi winning his 
first race at Hollywood Park. 
Yoshinaga’s loyalty was a thing to be- 
hold. He had been backing his countryman 
at the mutuel windows, as well as in spirit, 
so when he finally saw Taniguchi rolling 
down the middle of the track with: Team 
Work, it was too much. Yoshinaga forgot 
about the Japanese-American News and 
the Sankei News Service and his picture. 
He waved his camera excitedly over his 


all queries about his health: “I feel as 
weak as a kitten, but doctors tell me I’m 
as tough as a cat.” 


Ahriman, owned by sportsman Ed Las- 
ker, holds the distinction of running the 
fastest 5 furlongs of the season. In the first 
and only start of her career, Ahriman was 
timed in :5746. She’s a chestnut by Poly- 
nesian—lIslesborough, by *Sir Gallahad 
III, and trainer Buddy Hirsch paid $16,000 
for her last summer at Saratoga because 
of her pedigree and conformation. 


Presiding steward Wendell Cassidy and 
his associates made one of the wisest de- 
cisions of their careers recently after the 
horse Gesticulator put them on a hot spot. 
As the field poised in the gate, Gesticulator 
broke through his stall, He was a half- 
dozen lengths down the track, with jockey 
Ray York trying to pull him up, when 
starter Sid Swanson sent the field away. 
York and most of the other jockeys were 
uncertain what to do. Only Johnny Long- 
den took advantage of the situation, rode

head and cheered Taniguchi on to victory. 
Fortunately, the track was able to supply 
Yoshinaga with the picture he had failed 
to get, so all was not lost. 

Taniguchi has an excellent teacher in 
trainer Kidd, and he makes it a point to 
visit the dark room each morning to study 
races of the previous afternoon. “I think 
I learn more that way than any other,” he 
said. His style is a little like Shoemaker’s 
and a little like Willy Hermatz’. He rides 
at 106 pounds, but he is strong and pro- 
ficient with a whip, and he isn’t in too 
much of a hurry. He can wait with a horse, 
and he prefers riding from off the pace. 

Taniguchi’s biggest asset is a spirit that 
keeps him hustling. But he is smart and 
learns rapidly. The little Nisei, who once 
was afraid of horses, may be one of our 
leading jockeys for a good many years to 
come.

race with Golden Sickle. 


Stewards ruled that Gesticulator, which 
finished second, was not a starter, since he 
had broken through the gate before the 
official start. They ordered all money on 
him refunded, and the booing immediately 
turned to cheers. The trouble, of course, 
was not Swanson’s, since Gesticulator had 
broken just as Swanson’s finger came down 
on the starting button. 


A few days later, Myrtlemoud, a 4-5 
favorite, reared in her stall, fell and was 
pinned under the starting gate. It was 
necessary to declare her from the race, and 
all money wagered on her was refunded. 


The decisions entailed refunds of more 
than $220,000, but they made a lot of 
friends for the track and were good invest- 
ments in public relations. Even the trainer 
of Gesticulator, Willie Alvarado, praised 
stewards for disqualifying his horse. 
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I Geegee (5) had the lead on the rail as the horses went into the club house turn for the Kent Stakes at Delaware Park. 
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Staffordshire is next to the leader. Chevation, which won, was back in the pack at this point. On the outside here is Full 
Flight, which finished second. Chevation caught him at the eighth-pole and gradually drew away.

William H. Foales’ 4-year-old stakes 
winner Just Sidney died May 31 in his 
stall at Garden State Park. The cause of 
his death was given as gastroenteritis, in- 
flammation of the lining membrane of the 
stomach and intestines. 

Just Sidney, by Deliberator—Lia, by 
Jock, was bred by E. H. Taylor Hay at 
his farm near Frankfort, Ky., and was sold 
to Foales for $1,100 at the 1951 Keeneland 
fall sales.

Last year he won a division of the Select 
Handicap, was second in the Pageant 
and third in the Ocean City Handicap;

Les Ventes de Deauville 


American buyers prospecting for racing 
stock in Europe’s yearling markets have 
spent considerable time and money at 
Newmarket, Doncaster, and Dublin, but 
have given very little attention to Deauville. 
There have been various reasons for this 
inattention, among them the fact that many 
of the yearlings catalogued were not act- 
ually sold. 

Baron Pierre de Lassus, one of the 
directors of the Etablissements Cheri- 
Tattersall in France, is now in the U. S. 
to assure prospective American buyers 
that in the future things will be different. 
His company has set up a new rule under 
which consignment of a yearling entails 
an obligation to sell it through the auction 
ring. “If a vendor fails to meet this condi- 
tion, he will be excluded from the sales 
for several years.” 

Through this control and through in- 
creased attention to foreign customers, the 
management expects to regain for the 
Deauville auctions the prestige they once 
held. “The Etablissements Cheri-Tatter- 
sall,” he said, “will have the pleasure of 
considering the foreign buyers as their 
guests at the Hotel Royal during their so- 
journ for the sales. Applications for reser- 
vations there must be made in July.” 

The auctions begin August 19 and con- 
tinue through the 28th. Catalogues for the 
more than 400 yearlings officially entered 
as of May 15. the closing date, will be 
ready by June 20. Last year about 300 
yearlings sold for an average of about 
$2.800; top price was about $13,000. 

Directors of the company, besides Baron 
de Lassus. are Comte de Rochefort, owner 
of the Bois Roussel Stud, president, and 
M. Quirot, manager. In addition to the

The United Nations Pedigree 
Of the English Derby Winner 


Paris, JUNE 3 

From April 21 to May 10 the American 
colt Ambler II, owned by William Wood- 
ward Jr.. was the Derby favorite; after he 
was defeated and finally scratched, Amer- 
ican hopes to win the race appeared virtu- 
ally at an end. Blue Prince II (*Prince- 
quillo—Blue Denim, by Blue Larkspur) 
had won the Woodcote Stakes in June, 
1953, but had lost his form soon after- 
wards. In 2 starts at 3 he had won the 
114-mile Duke of York Handicap at Kemp- 
ton on May 7. Never Say Die had one win 
in 6 starts at 2, and was ranked 17 pounds 
under *The Pie King in the Free Handi- 
cap. At 3 he had run 3 times without 
winning: beaten a length by Tudor Honey 
in March at Liverpool, he was unplaced 
in the Free Handicap, then took third 
place in the 1144-mile Newmarket Stakes 
May 12. behind Elopement and Golden 
God, the latter a son of Migoli. 

Never Say Die was not entered in the 
King George VI and Queen Elizabeth 
Stakes, and came near being scratched out 
of the Derby. His jockey, Lester Piggott, 
did not condescend to ride him at New- 
market, but went to the Bath meeting. E. 
Mercer, who took Piggott’s place, told the 
trainer that Never Say Die had failed to 
hold a true course at the finish. Gerald 
McElligott, Mr. Clark’s manager, under 
the impression that the colt had borne to 
the right, at first decided not to run him 
over the left-handed Derby course. He 
changed that decision after learning that 
Never Say Die actually had borne to the 
left. 


Lester Piggott got from his father, the 
former steeplechase rider Keith Piggott, 
the advice that the best thing to do with 
Never Say Die was to follow Darius until 
near the finish, and this was what he did. 
Soon after the start, Rowston Manor and 
Alpenhorn, the “best stayers” in the field, 
went to the front, followed by Blue Rod, 


Darius. Never Say Die, Landau, and Val- 
erullah. 

When Alpenhorn was beaten, climbing 
the hill, L’Avengro took the lead, with 
Rowston Manor, Landau, Darius, and 
Never Say Die next in order. L’Avengro 
faded, and at Tattenham Corner the lead- 
ers were Rowston Manor, Landau. Darius, 
Blue Sail, Never Say Die, Narrator, Elope- 
ment, and L’Avengro. Arabian Night. Blue 
Prince II, and Ferriol. the only French 
runner, were the only others which still 
had a chance. 

Rowston Manor was the first to yield in 
the straight, leaving Landau, Darius, and 
Never Say Die in line: Arabian Night, 
Narrator, and Elopement were gaining. 
When Landau had given way, Never Say 
Die quickly passed Darius and won easily, 
by 2 lengths. Darius’ maternal ancestry 
was now slowing him up, and the Guineas 
winner lost second place by a neck to 
Arabian Night, Elopement was fourth. four 
lengths back, followed by Narrator and 
the other American colt, Blue Prince II, 
at intervals of 3 lengths. 

After the winner, Arabian Night looked 
most impressive; he ran down the hill 
slowly, but made up ground in grand style 
in the last quarter-mile. 


THE WINNER, Never Say Die is the 
first American-bred winner of the Derby 
since Iroquois in 1881, but Robert Ster- 
ling Clark is the fourth American owner 
to gain the honor. Pierre Lorillard owned 
Iroquois; W. C. Whitney had Volodyovski 
in 1901; Richard Croker. Orby in 1907; 
H. B. Duryea, *Durbar II in 1914. 

It was the first Derby for trainer Joe 
Lawson, jockey Lester Piggott, and the

Never Say Die is one of the last crop 
got in Ireland by *Nasrullah, which left 
the Brownstown Stud for the U. S. in 
June. 1950, and moved to Claiborne Farm, 
His dam, Singing Grass, bred in the U. 
S., ran 19 times in England at 3 and 4; 
she won a maiden race and 3 handicaps, 
and at 3 was unplaced in the Cambridge- 
shire. carrying 97 pounds. Her first foal, 
a Combat filly named Banbox, was a very 
modest performer at 2 and 3, winning a 
£100 race at Ballinrobe in Ireland. The 
second was Never Say Die, foaled March 
26. 1951. at Jonabell Stables in Kentucky 
and broken there as a yearling. 


The pedigree is a reflection of Mr. 
Clark’s longtime practice of keeping his 
mares in motion. The granddam of Never 
Say Die is the French mare *Boreale, by 
the French sire Vatout out of the American 
mare Galaday. *Boreale was sent to the 
U.S. as a yearling in 1939, and won there 
at 3. Her second foal was Singing Grass. 

Galaday, bred by A. B. Hancock in 1927, 
was an American mare by a French sire 
out of an English mare. She was a good 
winner in the U. S. and England. Her best 
performances were a second place in the 
Selima Stakes and a third in the Kentucky

Oaks, when she was trained by the late 
Auval (Jack) Baker. In England she won 
the Town Moor Handicap at 4. 

Sent to the stud at 5, she produced 4 
foals in France, Second of these was the 
1939 One Thousand Guineas and Oaks 
winner *Galatea II, by Dark Legend. 
Third was *Trois Pistoles (by Vatout), 
winner in England and America, and 
fourth was *Boreale. Galaday then went 
to England, where she produced 2 fillies 
by French stallions, the winners *Marie 
Galante, by Brantome, and *Easter Day 
II, by *Easton. In 1940 she returned to 
the U. S. and had her last 3 foals, all of 
which were sent to England after the war. 

Galaday’s dam, *Sunstep (by Sunstar), 
traces through Ascenseur (Eager), dam of 
the Irish Derby winner *Waygood, and 
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Skyscraper (Velasquez), third in the 1903 
Oaks, to Chelandry, winner of the 1897 
One Thousand Guineas, second in the 
Oaks and St. Leger, and dam of Neil Gow, 
winner of the Two Thousand Guineas and 
Eclipse Stakes. 

In summary, Never Say Die was born 
in America from the mating of an Irish 
sire and American dam; his paternal 
grandsire (Nearco) was bred in Italy, his 
maternal grandsire (War Admiral) in the 
U. S.; both his granddams were bred in 
France, Mumtaz Begum from English par- 
ents, *Boreale by a French sire out of an 
American dam by a French sire out of 
an English mare. After 30 years of such 
mixing of blood, Robert Sterling Clark 
has his Derby winner, (See page 1189.) 


THE PRIX LUPIN is the last produce 
stakes run in France before the Prix de 
Diane (June 6) and Prix du Jockey Club 
(June 13). Its field included Cote d’Or II 
and San Giusto, first and second in the 
Poule d’Essai des Poulains; Beigler Bey 
and Florin, second and third in the Prix 
Daru, behind Popof; Sica Boy, second to 
Prince Rouge in the Prix Hocquart; and 
Falstaff, winner of the Prix Pourtales. 

The pace was made, as in the Poule 
d’Essai, by Cote d’Or II’s stablemate Mon- 
dragon, a speedy son of Clarion.

Centuple (Deux pour Cent—Terka, by 
Indus), which now joins the Prix de 
l’Esperance winner Yorick as a Grand 
Prix de Paris hope, is a full brother to 
the biggest European money winner, Tan- 
tieme, which earned more than 82,000,000 
francs. Centuple won his first race, over 
114 miles, at St. Cloud, then was unplaced 
in the Prix Hocquart. 


IRISH 2,000. Tale of Two Cities (Teh- 
ran—Merida, by Jock), which had won the 


Madrid Plate and the Tetrarch Plate with 
the greatest ease, was favorite in the Irish 
Two Thousand Guineas (May 26), and 
an unlucky loser, There was no pace dur- 
ing the first part of the race, and later “a 
wall of horses was spread out in front of 
him,” according to the Irish commentator 
Burnaby. When he did get through he 
came home in stormy fashion, but failed 
by 1% lengths to catch the winner, T, H. 
Thursby’s Arctic Wind (Arctic Star— 
Cove of the Winds, by Holywell). 

The winner had been well beaten in the 
Tetrarch Plate, and at 2 had been rated 7 
pounds under Tale of Two Cities. His sire, 
Arctic Star, is an unraced son of Nearco 
out of Solar Flower, which produced Solar 
Slipper, Peter Flower, and the dam of the 
Derby winner Arctic Prince. His dam, Cave 
of the Winds, is a granddaughter of 
Grandissima, dam of the Irish Derby win- 
ner Patriot King. The next dam. Groat, 
produced the English One Thousand 
Guineas winner Plack.

‘turned to win the Premio Maipu (formerly 
Santiago Luro), but this time he finished 
only a neck in front of his paternal half- 
brother Jungle King. Both are sons of 
Claro, son of Colombo. The winner’s time 
for 1,200 meters (six furlongs) was an 
exceptional 1:1024. Jungle King had taken 
the lead about 200 meters from the finish, 
but changed stride and lost his advantage. 

Ninon, first classic winner. among the 
fillies, has not raced again. Secretaria, 
sister to Seductor and Siderea, won a six- 
furlong classic in such fashion that her 
early promise seems in keeping with her 
excellent corformation and breeding. 
Augusto Sbarbaro has sold a half-inter- 


est in Yatasto to the Dreanina Stud, and 
the famous son of Selim Hassan will enter 
the stud there this year. The Haras Dre- 
anina has not yet attained a place among 
the more prominent studs in Argentina. 
The horses it has produced have raced 
mostly at the course at Ciudad Eva Peron 
(formerly La Plata), and rarely have won 
at Palermo and San Isidro. The owners 
announce that the sale involved 5,000,000 
pesos (more than $200,000), and that the 
horse has been reported to the Registro 
Genealogico (formerly the stud book) as 
owned in equal shares by Senor Sbarbaro, 
the Uruguayan owner for whom he raced, 
and Otello Orlandi, owner of the Haras 
Dreanina. 

June 2 has been established as the date 
for auctioning the eight stallions and nine 
mares imported by the Ministry of Agri- 
culture. The stallions are My Love, Argur, 
Aristophanes, Cyrus the Great, Prince 
Canarina, Speechmaker, Skyraider, and 
Corindon.

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Two officials of the Ohinemuri Jockey 
Club, which has its headquarters at Pae- 
roa, some 80-odd miles from Auckland, 
were visiting the lower end of the North 
Island. It was possibly pure coincidence 
that the visit coincided with a race meet- 
ing at Wanganui, There they encountered 
an old-time trainer who had tripped up 
and down the island, staying for varying 
periods at various centers, including sev- 
eral up this way. Tales were swapped, and 
that gave birth to the idea of a reunion. 

Thirty-odd years is a fair slice in the 
life of an adult, whether he be owner, 
trainer or jockey. Nevertheless, nearly a 
hundred veterans accepted the club’s invi- 
tation to attend a dinner, which was fol- 
lowed by a smoke concert at night, Speech- 
making was very much restricted, but 
some few toasts were honored, and the 
old-timers were invited to face the micro- 
phone and recount some of the incidents 
of the past. Some were hair-raising and 
the big majority were laughable at this 
late date. 

In those days of long ago racing control 
was a trifle loose, to say the least. Further, 
race courses were in many instances some- 
what crude, with much of the native bush 
still abounding. Some of the smart indi- 
viduals, the old-timers recalled, had a 
“second string” hidden at a suitable point. 
This member would join in the second 
time round and the original would drop 
out, the substitution being out of sight of 


the officials in the grandstand—if there 
was a grandstand. 

One jockey who rode in seven countries, 
recounted his first winning ride over 
steeplechases. This was at the Auckland 
suburban meeting and when riding fees 
did not have to be paid in advance. His 
reward had been ten shillings, but he had 
been so proud of the feat that he had not 
felt disgruntled, 

Later on the rider had been offered a 
mount in the English Grand National 
Steeplechase at Aintree. After viewing the 
obstacles he had agreed with an Irish 
jockey who had suggested that it was 
necessary to swallow a bottle of the doings 
to have enough courage to take part. After 
he had completed one circuit, his mount 
had fallen, and he had turned a deaf ear 
to an onlooker who urged him to remount 
and carry on, since he was half a mile 
behind at the time. 

Another rider, who had come to these 
shores from Australia, said he had had 
approximately 4,000 rides and that he had 
backed every one, The remark brought 
forth a howl of laughter, and one was un- 
kind enough to remark, “Oh, yes!” The 
member of the audience must have heard 
the horseman tell incidents of the “read- 
ies” they had arranged in olden times. 

A present-day trainer and former rider 
recounted how on one occasion he had 
taken part in a four-horse race. There had 
been four false starts and each rider had 


then realized that there was not a trier in 
the lot. 

One who attended the function has the 
distinction of being possibly the only 
wooden-legged jockey in the world. This 
character was E. C. (Bert) Rae, who start- 
ed riding in 1903. Unhappily for the bud- 
ding Tod Sloan, he suffered a fall in a 
race at Claudelands some six months after 
making his appearance. Although Rae 
escaped with a concussion, there was worse 
in store, On the way back to Auckland by 
train he fell from a horse-wagon and the 
train ran over a leg. The amputation did 
not stop him from race riding. He later 
won such important races as the Grand 
National and Wellington Steeplechases. 

It was Rae’s custom to arrive at race 
meetings with a spare leg, on which a 
riding boot was already in position, One 
day his mount fell. He held on to the 
animal’s head and vaulted back into the 
saddle, only to find tiat he could not reach 
the stirrup on one side—the wooden leg 
had dropped off. 

The gathering of old-timers was a com- 
plete success, and the stories of “readies” 
and “ring-ins” that were told can in no 
way be held responsible for the action 
taken by the appeal judges of the N. Z. 
Racing Conference a fortnight or so later 
when the penalty on a trainer who had 
been charged with not having run a horse 
on its merits was increased from one year 
to five. It was pure coincidence.

(From Jouett Shouse, Washington, D. C.) 


Fifty years ago when I was a youngster 
at Lexington editing the Kentucky Farmer 
and Breeder, as well as doing a good deal 
of work for the Lexington Herald, I was 
fortunate enough to see a great deal of 
Major Foxhall A. Daingerfield. He was one 
of the two finest gentlemen I have ever 
known. The other was my close friend, 
Desha Breckenridge. 


I had the opportunity to talk to Major 
Daingerfield many times about his theories 
of breeding, his program for the care of 
mares, and matters generally appertaining 
to a successful stock farm, Of course it 
is a matter of history that then Mr. Keene, 
for whom Major Daingerfield managed 
Castleton, was sweeping practically every- 
thing on the Turf both in this country and 
in England. The blood of Domino and the 
blood of Ben Brush were predominant in 
his stud. 


One of the things that Major Dainger- 
field projected which was of greatest in- 
terest to me was the inbreeding to Dom- 


ino. As you recall, of course, Domino lived 
only briefly after his racing career was 
ended, A number of times, however, Major 
Daingerfield bred daughters of Domino to 
sons of Domino—either Commando or Dis- 
guise. From this piling up of Domino 
blood came that superlative sire Ultimus, 
and that other great sire High Time, which 
has left a very great impress upon Amer- 
ican Thoroughbred livestock. 


It occurred to me that in view of the 
success of that experiment there was no 
reason why an attempt should not be made 
to see what would happen with inbreeding 
to the other line from Himyar. That is the 
line, of course, that has been so successful 
of modern years through Questionnaire. 
Therefore I sent my mare Joanny, a daugh- 
ter of Questionnaire, to Alquest, a son of 
Questionnaire, which stands at Taylor Har- 
din’s place, Newstead Farm, near Upper- 
ville, Virginia. On March 10 the result of 
the mating was born, a small but a very 
perfectly formed chestnut filly. I have not 
seen it, She was foaled at Mr. G. R. Bry- 
son’s place, Elray Farm, north of Balti- 
more, because I wanted the advantage of 
a Maryland foal for racing purposes. I am 
told, however, that she is a most deter- 
mined and aggressive little miss, that she 
is the exact color of her dam Joanny, 
which incidentally, won a lot of races for 
me and is a pure chestnut.
